saved, so tliu loss to ihesn la quite 
a severe one. 

Some ol the radro.til men lost 
their dolhes, trunks, and other 
property, but how many and the 
property lost cauld not be learned, 
as most of them wi rc out oa the 
ru.id at the lime.

The ribald aong and 
Reneral hubub that has so long 
adorned with ragged, dirty trim- 
mings the buty hour of day and 
the time of rest and sleep that 
should be quiet, will be given a 
more secluded locatioa, nnoh to 
the credit of our county scat. 

The new building will be of 
pressed brick and modem con- 
struction. It was designed by 
Mr. W. C. Morton, of Madison- 
ville. There will be eeven rooms 
in the residence portiOQ. The 
jail will be in the rear and the 
pretent number of criminal ceils 
will be doubled. There will be 
eight such cells in the new jail. 
In addition to thit there it to be a 
department for juvinilc, female 
and insane prisoners. These 
cella will be conatntcted of lighter 

steel and be completely seperated 
from the criminal department. 
Thie new departure ie a great 
stride in the right direction and 
those who. are responsible for the 
innovation deterve tbe hearty 
thanks of all good people. 

The jail portion of the building 
IS to be entirely fireproof in con 
striiction, built of steel and con 
Crete, so that if hrc should occur 
there will be no danger of tbe pris- 
oners beinf; roasted before they 
can be taken safely out.

CLASS OF WATER." 

Practical Christianity at Work 
on Ketumlng Soldlera. 

Earlinfrton Watered Them and 
Received Their Sincere 
Qratnttde. 

I-'riday last some ten sections of 
a military train carried the troop- 
ers, ofliccrs, horr.fr, and total 
equipment ot the First Illinois 
Cavalry through Earlington en 
route from Chickamatiua Park to 
I'ort Sheridan, near Chicago, 
where it is probable they will be 
mustered out. The day was hot and 
the soldier boys were dusiy and 
dry. With the stock and baggage 
trains was only a detail to each of 
some twenty-five or thirty men 
and they, of course,had little trou- 
ble keeping some water to drink.

A number of 
these were prepared and a supply 
of dippers placed in tht; hands of 
of willing helpers, who stood be 
tide tbe tube of pure ice-cold 
water and handed it to tli tliirsty 
or helped to fill their canteens. 
Each of the traint were terved 
with all the pure water the men 
wanted or would take. 

Col. Young, commanding the 
reRimi-ni. who rode On IIk last 
section, made a little talk in which 
he expressed the sincere thanks of 
himself and his coinmaiul for the 
kind treatment they had received 
at tbe handa of tbe people here, 
ond especially to the officials of the 
St. Bernard Coal Company, who 
had supplied the ice and the neces- 
sary vessels. 

A number of high privates were 
heard to give vent to expressions, 
the purport of whicli w;is that this 
was "the only town on the line."
